Lebanon protests Israeli attacks 
as debate of UN1F1L term opens 


UNITED NATIONS, June 12 
(Agencies) — Lebanon has 
accused Israel: of a series of artil- 
lery and air attacks on southern 
Lebanon and said its planes had 
Sown over Beirut and other parts 
of the country for the seventh con- 
secutive day. 

Charges we re contained in a let- 
ter from Lebanese U.N. represen- 
tative Ghassan* Tneni to 
Secretary-General Kurt Wal- 
dheim prior to the opening Tues- 
day of a Security Council debate 
on the sttoation in southern Leba- 
non. 

Giving details of a number of 
incidents since Waldheim 
announced a ceasefire in the area 
on May 31, Ambassador Tueni 
said they were “indicative of 
Israeli policy to exacerbate ten- 
sions and to prevent the restora- 



tion of peaceful conditions in 
Lebanon." 

He said such a policy, on the eve 
of the renewal of the mandate of 
the U.N. Interim Force in Leba- 
non (UNIFIL), “lays the blame 
where it rightly belongs: on 
Is raeL” Tins bad already been 
corroborated by W aldheim's lat- 
est report UNIFIL, issued earner 
Monday, the Lebanese envoy 
added. 

In fins 15-page published report 
Waldheim placed most of the 
blame for the trouble in southern 
Lebanon on Israel and its allies. 
Major Saad Haddacf s nufitiameo, 
hokfing a border strip earmarked 
for U.N. deployment.

Wayne bad been in a coma for 
24 hours before hs death at 5:30 
p.m. at UCLA Medical Center, 
said hospital administrator Ber- 
nard Stofam. 

Wayne’s seven children, a nurse 
and a doctor were with him when 
he died. 

Daring his last days, Wayne had 
“periods of wafcefnhiess,” the 
adm inistrator said. “Then he would 
sleep for long periods of time. He 
would look around aod ask for his 
children.” 

“When the pain became rather 
severe, he was then medicated, 
and it was really yesterday and 
today that he never came out of 
it," SCrohm said. 

“Mr. Wayne had not done well 
since Saturday. His general health 
deteriorated, gradually, sud- 
denly” 

Strohm said that because of the 
changing vital signs. ^ “ no one could 
predict when death would come."

RIYADH, June 12 (SPA) — 
The official cost of living index 
dipped last year for the first time 
since its creation in 1970 but fins 
will not affect the principle of state 
subsidies. Deputy Commerce 
Minister Tewfiq Ibrahim Tewfiq 
said Tuesday. 

Tbe weighted index dropped by 
1.6 per cent in 1978 against the 
year before, Tewfiq said. He 
ascribed the drop to “prudent 
financial policies which the gov- 
ernment has foil wed in recent 
years.” 

ThMndex has been made rather 
obsolete by the runaway inflation 
of the mid- 1 970s but still indicates 
basic trend. It is based on urban 
households with incomes of bet- 
ween SR600 and SR900 a month 
and is weighted heavily — over SO 
per cent ■ — on food. 

With 100 taken as the base* 
price, the annual index for 1978 
stood at 502.6 against 304.1 in 
1977. According to the Saudi 
Arabian Monetary Agency, it 
dropped by a sharp 10 points bet- 
ween the first and second quarters 
of 1978. 

Tewfik said the prices of such 
state-subsidized foods as flour, 
sugar, rice, oil, milk and chilled 
and frozen meat had remained 
stable. They are cheaper in fact, 
than their equivalents in most 
Gulf states. “Smuggling of goods 
out of Saudi Arabia provides 
ample testimony of thnT, he said.

MOSCOW, June 12 (Agencies) 
— Tass has reported that the 
United States, Britain, rtiiim anrf 
Pakistan are arming Afghanistan's 
rebels “ to sow death " and 
undermine the government. 

As evidence, Tass said in a dis- 
patch from Kabul that a of 
arms recently confiscated from the 
rebels included foreign- made 
submachine guns, hand grenades 
and explosives. 

“ The arms and cartridges are 
labelled ** Made in USA, ” 
“ Made in China. ” “ Made in 


Pakistan" and “ Made in Bri- 
tain, ” the news agency said. 
“ The arms were to sow death 
among the civilian population, to 
intimidate them and to undermine 
the mainstay of the democratic 
system in Afghanistan. " 

Western reports say the gov- 
ernment of President Nur 
Muhammad Taraki is engaged in a 
fierce struggle with thousands of 
rebel guerrillas operating in the 
provinces out of refugee camps in 
Pakistan. 

Tass maintained that the rebels 


were sent into Afghanistan by 
agents of “ imperialism, ” the 
reactionary forces of some neigh; 
boring countries and also fftina. 

According to a senior official of 
the Afghan security office quoted 
by Tass, rebels captured by the 
authorities say they are also 
financed by “ dollars and pounds 
sterling. *' 

But Moscow's efforts may be 
useless.

Iran , Turkey issue communique 
attacking superpower meddling 


. TEHRAN, June 12 (AP) — 
Iran and Turkey, two former allies 
following different ideologies 
since the overthrow of the Shah, 
Tuesday denounced superpower 
involvement in the internal af fair s 
of the countries of the region. 

Relations between states should 
be based on non-interference in 
each other's affairs, the two 
declared in a joint communique 
issued at the end of a four-day 
official visit by Turkeys Foreign 
Minister Gonduz Okcun. He later 
left for home. 

Until the overthrow of the Shah 
last February, Iran and Turkey 
belonged to the pro-Western 
Onto military illiance. Iran’s new 
revolutionary government pulled 
out, opting, for a policy of 
nonalignment, while Turkey 
remains a member of NATO. 

Okcun 1 s visit was seen as 
intended to maintain Turkey's 
good relations with Iran, forged 
under the Shah, with the new Ira- 


nian government. 

The communique said the two 
delegations discussed bilateral 
and regional issues. It did not 
elaborate. 

After tbe denunciation of 
superpower interference, the 
communique said the two states 
agree that a Middle East settle- 
ment should be based on Israeli 
evacuation of occupied Arab ter- 
ritories and the recognition of tbe 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people. 

The Turkish side referred to the 
Cyprus problem, saying it wanted 
a negotiated settlement accept- 
able to both sides. 

The communique said develop- 
ing states should help each other 
as much as possible and be pre- 
pared to expand relations between 
them as much as posable. 

It avoided any reference to two 
other subjects that diplo mats said 
were among the main topics dis- 
cussed. 


One of these was the resump- 
tion of Iranian oil sales to Turkey, 
with Iran agreeing to provide Tur- 
key with 700,000 tons of various 
types of fuel this year. 

The other dealt with the sec- 
urity situation on their common 
border, in view of mounting aut- 
onomy demands by the Turkish 
population inhabiting a wide 
mountain expanse across the bor- 
ders of Iran, Turkey and Iraq. 

Turkey has kept its eastern, 
mainly Kurdish inhabited pro- 
vinces under martial law since ear- 
lier this year, to stamp out terror- 
ism and autonomy moves.

HAVANA, June 12 (R) — Afl 
206 people aboard an American 
Delta Tristar jet were released 
unharmed here Tuesday and 
flown to Miami after a lone 
hijacker forced the pilot during a 
domestic flight to fly to Cuba. 

One crew member said the 
hijacker surrendered to Cuban 
authorities soon after the jet 
landed at Havana’s Jose Marti 
International Airport. 

President Fidel Castro rushed 
to the airport as the Tristar 
arrived, but it was not known if he 
was directly involved in a negotia- 
tions with the hijacker. 

The plane was on a flight from 
New York to Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida, when it was hijacked over 
South Carolina. 

The pilot was forced to fly the 
plane, with its 1 94 passengers and 
1 1 other crew, to Cuba. 

A stewardess aboard the jet said 
that none of the passengers 
aboard the plane had been 
harmed. She did not say what 
weapons the hijacker carried. 

The jet was isolated in a corner 
of the tightly-guarded airfield, and 
after their release the passengers 
and crew were kept in a sealed-off 
restaurant, before being flown 1 
home. 


The unidentified hijacker could 
face a heavy jail sentence. 

The last hijackers to land here 
from the United States in 1972 
were given jail sentences of bet- 
ween 15 and 20 yeans. 

There was a spate of hijackings 
from the United States to Cuba in 
the late 1960’s and early 1970s, 
until the two countries came to an 
agreement over the issue.

Later this week, Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev and 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter will hold their first summit meet- 
ing. The occasion will be the si gning of the second Strategic 
Arms limitation Treaty between the two superpowers, a sub- 
ject with which the whole world takes a legitimate concern. 

Mr. Brezhnev goes into the meeting after several months 
of apparently deteriorating physical health. Mr. Carter 
attends after several months of obviously deteriorating politi- 
cal health. The SALT U treaty these men will si gn, after seven 
years of negotiations, also shows some signs of age and 
deterioration in the rapidly chang in g realities of world affairs. 

The United States and the Soviet Union both bold this 
treaty in the highest public regard. Each has compromised 
otter political interests to see to its approval. For the Soviets, 
these compromises included a lessening of its emigration restr- 
ictions regarding Soviet Jews, a move that has created an 
unhappiness in file Arab world that is only slightly mitigated 
by the fact that most Russian Jews now settle in the United 
States ratter than Israel 

The United States, meanwhile, has tolerated Soviet 
expansionism in the Horn of Africa and has refused to arm 
Somalia, which rejected the Soviets Union’s presence early 
last year in anticipation of stronger defense agreements with 
the West The U.S. government was finally persuaded to draw 
the line with Soviet intrigues in Africa and the Middle East 
after the brief war fins year between North and South Yemen. 

The SALT accord, has nothing to do with any of these 
compromises. Its premise is the potential for an unlimited 
thermonuclear war between the two superpowers, and its 
presumed battlefield has always been Western Europe. 
Indeed, SALT IQ, which the Americans and Russians are 
already talking about, deals with further moves toward disar- 
mament in Europe itself. 

But today’s battle scenarios keep swirling access to oil, 
not steel mills in Germany. NATO planners watch the Gulf 
with as much apparent interest as they do troop movements of 
the Warsaw Pact, and it would surprise no one to learn the 
Soviets are now more concerned with Gulf politics than with 
French submarines. 

The West is already chronically dependent on Gulf oil. 
The Soviet Union is no doubt anxious to keep its Eastern 
European satellites from wandering closer to the West in 
search of oil the Russians may soon be unable to supply. 

We are not suggesting that the Soviet Union constitutes 
the gravest danger now facing the Gulf. That role is still with 
Zionism, as it has been for 30 years. But if Mr. Brezhnev and 
Mr. Carter intend to work toward securing peace in the world, 
then the Middle East should be high on their Vienna agenda. 
If not, then both leaders will simply be pouring salt on an open 
wound that could become a global catastrophe.

OPEC revenues : CIA view

WASHINGTON — 

Soaring world oil prices will raise current cash 
accounts of OPEC countries to $ 29 billion by the 
end of 1979, according to Central Intelligence 
Agency' projections. 

Senior Department of Energy officials said the 
CIA’s estimates, being circulated in the administra- 
tion, may be too low if OPEC raises its prices from 
an average of$ 17.11 for a barrel of crude oil to $20 
across the board. 

The CIA’s projection of a sharply improved 
financial outlook for OPEC comes at a time when 
fears are being expressed in the White House and in 
oil industry circles that the end to oil price hikes still 
may not be in sight. 

The prospect of world ofl prices pegged at $20 a 
barrel — a price that for years many international 
oil analysts believed was unlikely — has gripped the 
world oil market. Four of OPEC's producers, 
Algeria, Nigeria, Libya and Ecuador, now are sel- 
ling oil at an ‘‘official” posted price of $20 or more a 
barrel. Libya charges $21.31 for its premium crude 
oil. 

Other exporters outside OPEC, including 
Malaysia and England 1 s British National Oil CoTp., 
also' are charging more than $20 a barrel, and anal- 
ysts say that Mexico and Norway soon will follow 
suit 

One oil analyst - William Randall of Blytfa East- 
man Dillon, offers fins outlook: “At an absolute 
minimum OPEC will raise prices to over $17 a 
barrel, and that means it for sure is headed for $20 
by the end of the year.” 

Fahd Chelabi, OPECs deputy secretary general, 
recently offered a similar view, suggesting that 
$19.50 a barrel was a rational price for oil. 

OPECs benchmark prioe $14.55 a barrel for 
Saudi Arabia's light oil — once considered standard 
index for world oil prices — bears little resemblance 
to current oil prices. 

World oil prices have risen a total of 31 per cent 
since 13-member organization met in Abu Dhabi 
last December, according to Treasury Secretary W. 
Michael Blumenthal, and further increases are 
likely. 

What disturbs senior administration officials, are 
the increases in prices for oil sold on contract, not in 
prices in the volatile spot market, where almost a 


half- million barrels of Ecuadorian ml recently was 
sold for $ 36 a barrel. 

As for the possibility of a slowdown in the oil 
price rises, State Department officials say they see 
little prospect that Saudi Arabia will increase pro- 
. duction enough to suppress prices. 

“Saudi announcements and action over the past 
year suggest the Kingdom is unlikely to reetnerge as 
a champion of low prices even if conditions later 
permit,” Bankers trust Co. said in a recent report. 

In addition to Saudi Arabia's reluctance to 
increase its production, now about 8.5 million bar- 
rels a day, prospects for higher world oil prices are 
fed by the OPEC countries risking internal financial 
demands. 

As an illustration, which OPEC had income of 
more than $660 billion from 1974 to 1978, it spent 
$500 billion on imports. 

Last year some OPEC states had financial difficul- 
ties. 

The CIA analysis say s, “ the current account of all 
file member countries will improve, easing many of 
the fi n a n c ial burdens plaguing the cartel.” Even 
with higher oil prices, however, the CIA says chat 
three OPEC members — Algeria, Ecuador and 
Venezuela — will have deficits in i their current* 
accounts this year. 

The current account is a measure of a nation’s 
income after totalling earnings and payments for 
trade, services, tourism and earnings on foreign 
investments. 

The CIA’s projection of a $29 billion current 
account surplus for OPEC members assumes that 
Iran' s spending on imports this year will drop to$ll 
billion, 55 per cent below last year’s level. 

Individual current account balances are expected 
to range from a projected deficit $4.2 billion in 
Venezuela to a surplus of $10.2 billion for Kuwait 

Saudi Arabia’s import expenses for 1979 are 
expected to rise at only half the rate they did in 
1978. 

As a result of the higher oil prices, the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund says that the less developed 
oil importing countries will pay $45 billion, instead 
of the earlier projected $34 billion, for OPEC oil 
this year. 

As for the United States, Treasury officials say 
that the nation’s ofl import bill will rise from $42 
billion last year to $52 billion or perhaps $55 billion 
this year. — (WP)

MOSCOW — 

Nearly six months after an upbeat, high-level 
meeting here that officials hoped would be a turning 
point in Soviet- American commercial relations, 
non-agricultuial trade between the superpowers 
has sunk even deeper in the doldrums. 

Eight of 28 projects on a$10 bOlkm to $1 5 billion 
Soviet shopping list drawn up to stimulate trade 
with the United States have now been awarded to 
companies in other Western countries. 

U.S. businessmen and trade officials here say that 
new Soviet orders for American equipment have 
been almost nil so far in 1979. 

“Things have really been slow ” one .source said, 
“and there mil be even fewer deals next year when 
Moscow's attention turns to the Olympic Games 
here.” 

The somber mood contrasts sharply wife the high 
hopes expressed last December, when the largest 
delegation of American businessmen ever visited 
Moscow for the annual U.S.-USSR Trade and 
Economic Council meeting. 

“This meeting can well be the turning point in out 
trade relations,” the council co-chairman, William 
Verity, said at the time. He added that be expected 
new Soviet orders for American equipment to dou- 
ble in 1979. 

Perhaps the most important thing that has hap- 
pened since is that everyone involved has realized 
that removal of restrictive U.S. legislation, which 
ties more favorable trade terms to more liberal 
Soviet emigration policies, feces stronger opposi- 
tion in the U.S. Congress than bad been thought. 

President Carter has now reportedly decided to 
try a temporary waiver of the legislation — the 
Jackson- Vanik Amendment to the trade act of 
1974 — as a compromise move before the planned 
meeting with Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev. 

The Kremlin, however, has been less than 
enthusiastic about the idea. The official press has 
been mum on the subject, but Premiere Alexei 
Kosygin reportedly emphasized Soviet reservations 
about the plan at a meeting May 19 with the presi- 
dent of the Trade and Economic Council, Michael 
Forestall. 

Moscow recognizes that a temporary waiver may 
be all the Carter administration can do at the 
moment but, given the political realities in Con- 
gress, such a limited step leaves too many uncertain- 
ties to suit economic planners here. 

The kind of business envisaged for the two coun- 
tries involves long-term projects, Kosygin repor- 
tedly told Forestall. The Soviet Union's other major 
Western trading partners have long-term agree- 
ments with Moscow, including generous credit 
terms, allowing the Kremlin to allow for them in its 
five year economic plans. 

By contrast, the proposed U.S. waiver would be 
good for only a year at a time and could be canceled 
by a new administration or by Congress. 

Kosygin reportedly said that a waiver would 
probably produce no more than a few more small 
contracts for American companies. 

“I suppose if s a step in the right direction,” a 
Soviet economist said of the water idea. “But,

What the .Kremlin wants is repeal of Jackson- 
V aniif The amendment was part of an effort to 
force the Soviet Union to allow more Jews to leave 
the country. Moscow responded by suspending its 

1972 trade agr eement with the United States and 
denouncing the legislation as unwarranted interfer- 
ence in its internal affairs. 

Emi g rati on plummeted from a record 35,000 in 

1973 to a low.of less titan 12,000 in 1975. 

The emigration rate has risen dramatically in 
recent months, however. Last year more than 
30,000 Jewsleft the Soviet Union, and in. the 
first four months of this year 17,000 more have 
gone. Last month’ s total of 5,000 Jewish emigres 
was a record for any 30 -day period in Soviet history. 

The Jackson- Vanik amendment provides that 
the president can waive its restrictions if he has 
“assurances tha t the emigration practices ... will 
henceforth lead substantially to the achievement of 
free emigration.” 

Sen. Henry Jackson, D- Waste insists that the 
assurances must be written. Bat Rep. Charles 
V anik D-Ohio, has said publicly that the recent 
increase in the emigration rate may be assurance 
enough. 

Carter ap pa rently agrees with Vanik. Administ- 
ration officials have reportedly discussed with 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoli Dobrynin the possibil- 
ity of satisfying the legal requirement by a unilateral 
U.S. statement declaring that file recent record 
indicates change and that it is expected to continue. 
No written Soviet statement would be required. 

While the Soviets may accept the arrangement in 
the hope that it wfll lay promising groundwork for 
the s ummi t meeting, businessmen here tend to 
agree with Kosygin’s assessment that waiving the 
amendment will not turn the trade picture around. 

Total Soviet-American trade last year was a 
record $2.8 billion, but U.S. grain shipments, which 
are covered under a separate long-term agreement, 
accounted for most of that 

The more politically sensitive category of nos- 
agricnltnral U.S. exports to the Soviet Union has 
shown a steady decline since peaking at $820 mil- 
lion in 1976. year’s total of $562 million was 
the lowest since 1974. ' 

No breakdown of the figures for this year is avail- 
able, but total turnover between the countries for 
foe first three months was down 10 percent accord- 
ing to the U.S. Department of Commerce. 

There was some hope last December that despite 
Jackson- Vanik the Soviets might ago some deals 
with American companies as a demonstration of 
their hope for an overall improvement in relations 
between the two countries. But apparently that has 
not happened. 

Kosygin reportedly emphasized that point with 
Forestall, pointing out that eight of those projects 
had been awarded elsewhere. 

The Soviets appear to be nearing a decision on 
two more major contracts from the list, at feast one 
of which will be a strong signal of Moscow’s inten- 
tions. That is a $400 minion steelmakzng facility to 
be located southeast of Moscow. — (LAT) 


Mengistu’ s fragile revolution

ADDIS ABABA— 

To celebrate revolution day last September, file 
Ethiopian government sponsored a photographic 
exhibition designed to portray the injustices and 
inequalities of life under the late Emperor Haile 
Selassie. 

The exhibition consisted of two series of pictures. 
In the first, Selassie was seen presiding over a sump- 
tuous state banquet, surrounded by dozens of 
beaming, and obviously affluent, guests. In the sec- 
ond, hundreds of starving and dying Ethiopians 
were shown begging for food in the drought- 
stricken provinces. 

On the day the exhibition opened, Ethiopia's 
strongman, LL-CoI. Mengistu Haile . Mariam, 
dusted off the imperial, Chinaware and entertained 
Cuban leader Fidel Castro and 1,000 others at a 
lavish dinner in the former emperor’s palace. At 
that moment, with the country again in the grip of 
famine, Ethiopians again were straving and dying in 
distant provinces. 

The irony may have been lost on Mengistu, who 
as a young soldier served Selassie on the palace staff 
as a baggage handler and logistics coordinator. But 
for some of those at the banquet, it underscored the 
impression that Mengistu is no longer the retiring, 
behind- the- scenes manipulator who once shared 
power and was content to work in anonymity.' 

Today Mengistu drives to rallies in a scarlet Ford 
convertible, waving to the peasants as he passes by. 
He reviews troops sitting on a throne that once 
belonged to Selassie. His every utterance is quoted 
in the government newspaper. And his portrait now 
hangs in public buildings in places once reserved for 
the emperor’s picture. 

But despite the emergence of what some -call a 
personality cult, the 41-year-old Mengistu remains 
a revolutionary zealot of modest means who, it is 
said, envisions himself as one day becoming the 
Castro of Africa, exporting his Influence and sol- 
diers in the name of radical causes. 

“We have a unique role to fulfill in Africa as a 
truely revolutionary country,” he has said.

Mengistu has more probiems than he can handle 
with his own Marxist revolution. Last November 
and December he toured Eastern Europe looking 
for $ 300 million in assistance. From East Germany 
he received some form equipment in exchange fair 
Ethiopian coffee, and in Moscow he signed a 20- 
year treaty of friendship and cooperation. There are 
no indications that he got much more. 

Economists here say it would cost the Soviet 
Union at least $ 250 million a year to subsidize 
Ethiopia as it does Cuba. Whether Moscow is wil- 
ling to make that kind of an investment for a 
toehold in the Horn of Africa is not certain, even 
though Mosqow'sinfluence in Ethiopia already has 
permeated ail levels of government ' 

Last foil, for instamte, Soviet advisers inserted 
into a Mengistu speech a stinging attack on China, 
diplomats said. Tte speech, delivered at a public 
rally, startled independent observers because 
Ethiopia anti C hin a had enjoyed cordial relations 
and China had sent 200 technicians to Ethiopia, 
working mostly in agricultural development 
China and the West, although both have severely , 
strained relations with Ethiopia, provide about 
three quarters of the $ 117 million in loans listed in 
the -current budget. The Soviet Union’s main con- 
tribution bias been $ 1 billion in military hardware : 
provided over the past two years — . an investment 
Moscow presumably would want to protect by 
organizing a long-range .'assistance program for- 
economic development. 

Tte United States, which was Ethiopia’s closest 
ally until Selassie was overthrown in 1974, main- 
tains a modest annual aid programofS 14 minimi, 
mostly in humanitarian areas. Ethiopia's failure to 
make good on its promise to compensate tte United 

States for companies it nationalized in 1 975 is hold- 
ing up further economic assistance. 

About 20 American com panie s were national- 
ized. They are demanding about $ 20 mini mi in 
compensation. — (LAT)

In a commentary in “AI- 
Medina”, a woman writer said 
that “permitting Saudi girls to 
work is not going to solve our 
manpower problems.” 

She said: “This is a vast country 
and has enormous resources but 
the available manpower is very 
limite d. So we have to hire foreign 
labor and expertise at great cost to 
us since they repatriate most of 
their earnings in addition to the 
differences in cultural outlook, 
habits, customs and lifestyles. 
What is the solution? 

“Some writers have suggested 
employing Saudi women to help 
fill the gap but this is not going to 
work for several reasons which 
include: 

“ — Employing Saudi women 
will cause us the same troubles this 

has caused elsewhere; 

“—Employment of women will 
entail abandoning tte veil and 
muring with men. This has already 
happened in the Gulf and we have 
seen the consequences. It hap- 


pened here when Saudi girls 
started working for radio and tele- 
vision, they had to mix and see 
their pictures in the papers. We 
believe that the veil and the isola- 
tion of women are the best way to 
protect a healthy social life and 
prevent moral degradation. 

“ — Women’s employment will 
mean a breakdown of the family 
structure and a higher incidence of 
divorce. As women go to work 
they will leave their children in the 
care of maids of whom many 
would be non-Muslim. 

“ — Depending on women to 
any measureable extent wfll be 
unwise because of her physical 
capabilities. It is clear then that 
employing women on a large scale 
win create serious social, moral 
and religious problems. 

“We are short of local labor 
because we are underpopulated 
and the solution lies in encourag- 
ing people to have more children 
by giving them financial incen- 
tives. 


Commenting on Israel 1 s persis- 
tence is building settlements in 
occupied territories “Al-Medina” 
said that the U.S. ‘‘does not seem 
too anxious to use its influence to 
halt further Jewish settlements in 
Arab territories. On the face of it, 
the U.S. appears to be against such 
actions but there is little substan- 
tial evidence that it wishes to do its 
oest to prevent them. Most of its 
statements regarding fids issue are 
important and hollow and even 
when they are made at all they are 
lost in a flood of military, financial 
and moral support extended to 
Israel. 

“In spite of international con- 
demnation of the settlements 
issue, and even of polite, courte- 
ous American opposition — 
whether officially or through the 
press — Israeli leaders have 
become more vociferous in their 
determination to continue their 
plunder of Arab territories.” 

“Although Prince Naif s visit to 


France will deal with security mat- 
ters in talks with the French minis- 
ter of the interior, it would also be 
of political and economic inter- 
est,” said “ALRiyadh”. 

“It is in fact a continuation of 
the successful visit made by Crown 
Prince Fahd to some European 
capitals. France has already begun 
tackling the problem of energy to 
bridge the gap between oil pro- 
ducers and the industrialized 
states. Saudi Arabia is doing the 
same with Arab interests sup- 
remely in mind especially now that 
the North-South dialogue has all 
but foiled. 

“In addition to French assis- 
tance and expertise in developing 
the security forces of the King- 
dom, France is aware of the politi- 
cal weight and importance of 
Saudi Arabia and tte prudent pol- 
icy that has been a permanent fea- 
ture of Saudi actions at all times. 

“Ranee is expected to reiterate 
its fair views on tte Arab question 


and support for a just solution. It 
win also continue to work silently 
— like the Saudis do — to develop 
its relations with the Arab world. 

Indeed we expect Saudi French 
relations to become a model for 
excellent bilateral cooperation.” 

Calling for greater Arab- 
African solidarity, “Al-Jazfrah” 
said that both sides “should strive 
against racist regimes and try to 
liquidate them. 

“With this in mind tte Arab 
states should move collectively 
towards the forthcoming confer- 
ence of the Organization of Afri- 
can Unity on July 18 at the highest 
level so that they may explain to 
tte African leaders the realities of 
the Middle East situation. 

“ Arabs and Africans have many 
things in common. They are vic- 
tims of cruel racist regimes «nd 
that alone should be enough to 
bring them closer in their straggle 
against injustice.”
